ELDERLY PARENTS WILL NOT FACE CHARGES 

NO ACTION 
IN TRAGIC 
DEATH CASE 


AN ELDERLY father and 
mother who were arrested 
following the death of their 
daughter will not face 
charges. 

Samantha Hancox, aged 40, who

suffered from obsessive compulsive 
disorder, was found slumped in an 
armchair in the Tipton home she 
shared with her parents Ken and 
Marion. 

She had a crippling fear of germs that 
had left her virtually housebound for more 
than three decades. 

A post mortem revealed that she had died 
from dehydration and a skin infection. 

Following her death in May last year, her 
devastated parents were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of manslaughter and put on police bail. 

Dropped 

Now, a year after her death, the case 
against the couple has been dropped. 

Former factory worker Mr Hancox, aged 
76, has spoken of his relief over the deci¬ 
sion. 

He said police came to the house and said 
there would be no more investigation. His 
wife Marion, aged 77, is now in a care home. 

Samantha’s fear of germs got progres¬ 
sively worse from the age of 14. 

At one stage, she would spend up to 20 
hours a day in the shower and made her 
parents wash their hands before they 
handed anything to her. 

Mr Hancox, who worked at Lion Press in 
West Bromwich for more than 40 years, 
even had to change into his pyjamas when¬ 
ever he entered the house. 

Jayne Salt, head of the West Midlands 
Crown Prosecution Service, confirmed the 
case had been dropped. 

She said: “Following the discovery of 
Samantha Hancox’s body at the home she 
shared with her parents in Tipton in May 
2010, the police launched an investigation 
to find the cause of her death and to see if 
any criminal liability followed from this. A 


file was forwarded to me to examine all of 
the information and to determine whether 
any criminal offences had been committed 
and if so, if there was sufficient evidence for 
a realistic prospect of conviction. 

“Having had an opportunity to read the 
police case file, as well as information from 
expert witnesses, and having the benefit of 
advice from Queen’s Counsel, I have 
decided there is insufficient evidence to 
satisfy the criminal standard of proof, 
namely beyond reasonable doubt, that any 
act of omission by Ken or Marion Hancox 
resulted in their daughter’s death.” 

She added: “This has obviously been a 
very tragic case and we hope that this deci¬ 
sion can bring a sense of closure for the 
family.”

The company has even started 
to provide a bicycle and sidecar to 
transport coffins and horse- 


drawn carriages are making a 
comeback. 

Owner Ian Hazel, aged 60, of 
Four Oaks, Sutton Coldfield, said: 
“There have certainly been a lot of 
developments and changes within 
the profession over the last 10 
years. It would even be possible 
these days to have a coffin pro¬ 
duced with the England football 
emblem on it. 

“We can also now provide a 
bicycle hearse to deliver the coffin 
to the cemetery or crematorium.

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HIGH-LEVEL talks are being held 
over the issue of foreign doctors 
working in the UK, following a cam¬ 
paign by a Cradley Heath GP. 

The General Medical Council (GMC) is 
working with the Department of Health on 
ways of monitoring the language skills of 
doctors from the European Union, coming 
to work in Britain. 

The talks come after Dr Stuart Gray’s 
father David died when Daniel Ubani, a 
doctor from Germany on his first shift as a 


locum m the UK, gave him a massive over¬ 
dose of diamorphine. As a result Ubani was 
struck off in the UK but is still able to work 
in Germany. 

Competency 

Dr Gray, of Church View surgery Hale¬ 
sowen Road, and his brother Rory, have 
been battling for a change to the way out- 
of-hours services are run, since his father’s 
death in February 2008. 

They want a change to the EU directive 
so the GMC can test the competency and 


language skills of doctors, which is not cur¬ 
rently permitted. 

Dr Gray, of Kidderminster, said the 
General Medical Council was now looking 
at his concerns. He said: “The GMC is 
looking to bring in measures to strengthen 
the testing of the language skills of Euro¬ 
pean doctors with various proposals in the 
pipeline.” 

A British coroner recorded a verdict of 
unlawful killing on David Gray, of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, and accused Ubani of gross 
negligence.

Tesco-funded school 
in special measures

A STATE-of-the-art 
West Bromwich primary 
school, which was paid 
for by supermarket giant 
Tesco, has been placed in 
special measures by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

The school watchdog has ruled 
that Eaton Valley Primary School, 
on Dagger Lane is failing its 
pupils and that both its capacity 
for sustained improvement and its 
teaching are inadequate. 

The school was known formerly as 
Cronehills Junior and Infant School, 
but changed its name to Eaton Valley 
Primary School when, in September 
2009, it relocated to new buildings. 

The old site is part of the £200 
million regeneration of West 
Bromwich town centre, led by Tesco. 

Special measures means that the 
school will now have regular short- 
notice Ofsted inspections to monitor 
its improvement. 

If poor performance continues, the 
school could be closed. 

The inspection of the school took 
place on March 16 and 17. 

Ofsted Inspector Michael Miller 
said in his report: “The school has 
made insufficient progress in tackling 


the key areas identified for improve¬ 
ment at its last inspection.” 

Mr Miller criticised teaching at the 
school and said teachers did not take 
into account the individual needs of 
pupils. 

But he did say they had the trust 
and confidence of their pupils. 

He added: “The school does not 
analyse pupils’ performance ade¬ 
quately and has insufficient informa¬ 
tion, for example, of the progress and 
attainment of pupils who speak 
English as an additional language.” 

Regulations 

Mr Miller highlighted that he had to 
bring to the school’s attention some 
health and safety regulations. One of 
these issues was not ensuring the 
proper register of pupils attending the 
newly-established breakfast club at 
the school. 

Mr Miller did, however, praise the 
headteacher Susan Ramsay who has 
only been in her post for two terms. 

He said: “The headteacher has put 
in place a number of well-considered 
initiatives for monitoring the school’s 
work and improving the use of assess¬ 
ment. However, these initiatives have 
yet to have full impact.” 

Mrs Ramsay said: “As the new head 
teacher of Eaton Valley, I am commit¬ 
ted to raising standards and the staff 
and I have already been making great 
progress.” 


Wind power pilot 
scheme is a flop 


A PILOT project to judge if wind 
power is worthwhile in Sandwell 
produced just seven per cent of the 
energy needed to run one house 
for a year, it has been revealed. 

The 33ft micro wind turbine outside 
Bleakhouse Primary School in 
Oldbury produced 209 kilowatt hours 
between May 2009 and April 2010, 
compared to the average electricity 
use of 3,000 per year in a conventional 
home. 

The news comes as the authority 
plans to spend £3 million on a 200ft 
wind turbine in Sandwell Valley, sup¬ 
posed to power 1,500 homes. 

The scheme’s supporters said trees 
and buildings blocked wind flow to the 
micro wind turbine but its giant coun¬ 


terpart would not be affected by low 
level infrastructure. 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the 
Tory opposition group in the borough, 
criticised plans for the larger scheme. 
He said: “I think plans for a giant wind 
turbine are foolhardy. I think it would 
produce negligible electricity and 
would blight the beauty spot.” 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
cabinet member for improvement and 
efficiency, said: “These projects 
suggest that micro scale wind turbines 
do not perform well in urban areas, 
where trees and buildings tend to 
obstruct the smooth flow of the wind at 
lower levels. The larger turbine pro¬ 
posed for the Sandwell Valley is 
unlikely to be affected by lower level 
wind obstructions.”

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Crash con 
pair are 
facing jail 

TWO women from Sandwell are facing 
jail terms after admitting involvement in 
a con to make bogus insurance claims for 
fictional car crashes. 

Kiranjit Mand, aged 31, and Mati Irannezhad, 
aged 49, were among eight people before the courts 
for their part in the elaborate frauds. 

Mand, of Pottery Road, Oldbury and Irannezhad, 
of Barney Close, Tipton, both pleaded guilty to one 
count of fraud by false representation at Leicester 
Crown Court. 

It follows the outcome of other trials. The guilty 
pleas can now be reported after other gang members 
were dealt with. 

The court heard how a gang of five men and three 
women scammed tens of thousands of pounds from 
insurance companies by lodging fraudulent claims. 

Four incidents were reported - two in Birming¬ 
ham and two in Leicester - but only one was proved 
to have happened and that claim was exaggerated. 

The investigation began in 2008 when police 
learned 37-year-old Hooman Jaffari, from Leicester, 
was planning to claim for a fictional road collision. 
Enquiries led officers to a fraudulent claims 
company owned by Jaffari in Birmingham, called 
Accident Experts Limited. 

Defrauded 

Jaffari acted as the intermediary between the sup¬ 
posed claimants and a claims company based in Lan¬ 
cashire, which was unaware of the fraudulent 
nature of the collisions. 

Prosecutors said Jaffari managed to earn approx¬ 
imately £36,000 in commission through the scam 
and the total amount of money defrauded was 
almost £50,000. All eight members of the gang will 
be sentenced at a date to be confirmed, expected to 
be next month. 

Speaking outside court, Detective Constable Dave 
Jackson, of Leicestershire Police, said: “This two- 
year investigation was incredibly complex because 
of the large number of people involved. Without it 
the defendants could have gained tens of thousands 
of pounds of compensation. 

“Jaffari set up three of the collisions and gained 
the most from the scam but all defendants had their 
part to play.” 

The other people involved come from Leicester, 
Doncaster, Leeds and Manchester, and range in age 
from 38 to 46 years old. 


Far Eastern trek

A FATHER from West Bromwich whose dis¬ 
abled daughter died aged 19 is gearing up to 
cycle 400 miles in her memory. 

Colin Hunter is taking on the challenge to raise 
money for Acorns Hospice. 

The 50-year-old will ride from Vietnam to Cambo¬ 
dia later this year. 

He said: “Acorns Hospice helped me through my 
grieving period and cared so much for my Sam whose 
hand I was holding at her last breath. Money cannot 
buy what care they gave my family so I just think it’s 
right to try to give something back.” 

Sam, who died in 2006, was born with several dis¬ 
abilities, including cerebral palsy. Mr Hunter has 
worked for Sandwell Council for more than 30 years. 
He began work as a tree surgeon and now works in 
bereavement services. 

Training 

He is already in training for November’s bike ride, 
which is titled the Global Challenge Charity Cycle. 

Mr Hunter, who lives in the lodge at Heath Lane 
Cemetery, said: “The ride will take me 13 days to 
complete with 28 strangers. I’ll spend an extra three 
days working voluntarily in an orphanage teaching 
the children English and sport.” 

He is paying for the trip himself. He also plans to 
go horse riding across Mongolia next year in aid of 
the hospice.

Anger at fuel pay cut 


A SENIOR Sandwell councillor has 
branded cuts to winter fuel payments 
for the elderly as “unacceptable in 
modern Britain”. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the Government move to 
cut the subsidy was raised by dozens of 
residents in the run-up to local elec¬ 
tions last week. He added: “To cut that 
money for older people puts them in an 
awful position. People are very angry 
about it out on the doorstep.

Mr Ashforth, of Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Halesowen, 
made compensation 
claims for disability and 
age discrimination and 
constructive unfair dis¬ 
missal against the build¬ 
ing firm B-Trac Services 
Ltd, of Cradley Heath. 

Mr Ashforth, who was 
paid £570 a week, said 
there had been a build-up 
of bullying, intimidation 
and harassment by the 
firm over his troubled 
hearing and his age. 

“I was undermined,” 
he said. “People would 
not work with me.” 

Denying 

The firm did not attend 
the hearing but tribunal 
judge Mr Nigel Roper 
said the tribunal had 
received a communica¬ 
tion from the manage¬ 
ment denying the 
allegation. 

He said Mr Ashforth’s 
claims had been well 
founded and awarded 
him a total of £39,825, 
including interest. 

Mr Ashforth said he 
had since got another job. 


Climbing centre idea 
for town’s old baths

CALLS have been made to 
transform historic swimming 
baths in Tipton into a climbing 
centre. 

Tipton Civic Society is worried 
about the fate of the old building 
when a proposed new £8.8 million 
swimming centre opens at the 
junction of Alexandra Road and 
Thursfield Road in 2013. 

A letter has been sent to Keith 
Heyes, Sandwell Council’s director of 
culture and leisure, urging the author¬ 
ity not to demolish the old Queens 
Road facility and to retain it as a 
leisure centre. 

It said: “We believe the old baths 
have considerable potential for contin¬ 
uing as a leisure facility in a way 
which could be socially and commer¬ 
cially viable. 

“The particular sports to which the 
building would be well suited are 
indoor climbing, abseiling and caving. 
The internal configuration of the 
building with its high roof, pool tank 
and basement would lend itself ideally 
to such extreme sports. 

“Currently there are only four 
climbing/caving centres in the Birm¬ 
ingham/Black Country area: three in 
Birmingham and one in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, which means the central Black 
Country is devoid of such a facility.” 

The letter continues: “Indoor 
extreme sports are growing in popu¬ 


larity and Tipton is well positioned to 
exploit the market. A link could also be 
made with the extreme BMX activities 
on the adjacent Victoria Park.” 

The society has asked Mr Heyes to 
confirm whether the council can 
legally dispose of the land on which the 
baths were built in 1933. 

It believes the land was originally 
purchased for the creation of Victoria 
Park by the old Tipton Urban District 
Council, which declared at a meeting 
on December 28, 1897, that it was “to 
be a free gift to the inhabitants of 
Tipton to be maintained as a public 
park and recreation ground forever”. 

Unrealistic 

Planning permission for the new 
swimming centre has been granted in 
the past few weeks. Work on the build¬ 
ing could start as early as January. 

Tipton councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell Council’s member for jobs 
and the economy, said that while it was 
a nice idea, the proposal was unrealis¬ 
tic. 

“The council is having to save £71m 
over four years because of Government 
cuts and, bearing that in mind, it’s 
unlikely the suggestion would be 
financially viable,” he said. 

“A lot of things we would like to do 
aren’t possible in practice. 

“We will, of course, still consider the 
proposals but it’s very unlikely. 

“We don’t want to give false hopes in 
the current climate.” 


Campaigners get funding 
for remembrance projects 


A £6,500 grant will 
enable campaigners 
from Wednesbury to 
create a book of 
remembrance record¬ 
ing the names of the 
town’s war dead. 

The Wednesbury War 
Memorial Campaign 
Group has been given 
the money from 
Sandwell Council’s local 
area budget. It plans to 
create two official books 
listing the war dead of 
Wednesbury as well as 
booklets to be distrib¬ 
uted in the community. 
Both will include the 
names and regimental 


crest of each of the sol¬ 
diers. There will also be 
details of the campaign 
to have the town’s war 
memorial engraved. 

Fred Barnfield, one of 
the founder members of 
the group, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted 
that we have got the 
money.” 

The group was set up 
to campaign for the 
names of the dead to be 
inscribed on the monu¬ 
ment in Wednesbury 
Memorial Gardens, as 
the original, commis¬ 
sioned in the 1920s, did 
not include them. 

Last year £60,000 was 


spent on plaques naming 
the 1,060 men. 

Sandwell Council’s 
parks and countryside 
department spent 

£56,100 on the memorial 
stones and landscaping, 
with additional funds 
donated by the public. 

Willenhall-based 
Stonemasons W E Jones 
Memorials designed the 
tribute and inscribed the 
names of the war dead on 
eight granite tablets. 
Sandwell Council paid 
the rest of the bill. 

Mr Barnfield, who is 
compiling the book, said 
a further cash applica¬ 
tion had been successful.

Pub plan 
battle is 
won on 
appeal 

DEVELOPERS have won an 
appeal to transform a landmark 
Smethwick pub into a wedding 
venue — and it could be open 
before Christmas. 

Work is to start within months on 
The Barleycorn in Smethwick. 

The owners of the site in Bearwood 
Road, which dates from the 1930s and 
has been empty for four years, applied 
to Sandwell Council last year for per¬ 
mission to change the site. The 
scheme was then turned down despite 
being recommended for approval. 

The owners appealed and the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate has now overturned 
the council’s refusal, allowing the 
development to go ahead. 

Graham Parker from architects PJ 
Planning Ltd, who are acting as agent 
for developer Mr Aslam, said: “The 
appeal was won. 

Ready 

“The applicant will be sorting out 
the transitions and getting ready to do 
the works. It will take a couple of 
months to sort all the conditions out. 
He can do the inside works without 
planning permission. I would be sur¬ 
prised if it wasn’t open before Christ¬ 
mas.” 

Under the plans, a 490-seat func¬ 
tion room would be created on the 
ground floor with a second function 
room created on the first floor. 

Although the existing pub has only 
59 parking spaces, planners estimate 
143 spaces will be needed. 

Last May planners refused the 
application on the grounds of lack of 
parking and disturbance to residents. 

Previously, residents fought plans 
by Halesowen-based Blue Chip 
Casinos to open a casino at the site

“I saw these three dogs running 
towards me. They were trying to get 
Sammy. 

“I picked Sammy up and ran but 
they caught up with me. One of them 
got hold of my coat and ripped a hole 
in it. 

“I was terrified. I was shouting for 
help. 

“I’m sure if I’d been in an open space 
they would have pulled me down and 
killed me. I don’t know how I’m still 
alive — that’s the honest truth.” 

The dogs ran away when a neigh¬ 
bour armed with a garden fork 
arrived. It is understood they went on 
to attack several other dogs before 
being caught by police. 

Mr Hipkins, of Windsor Road, suf¬ 
fered serious injuries to his legs 
during the attack at 8.45am on 
Monday, April 25, and was taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley. 

His wounds, some more than four 
inches long, have meant he is tem¬ 
porarily unable to walk and is relying 
on a wheelchair. 

Flashbacks 

“Up until Thursday I had had no 
sleep,” said Mr Hipkins. “Every time I 
closed my eyes I could picture it. 

“The nurse had to give me a sleep¬ 
ing tablet. I keep having flashbacks. I 
can see the dogs coming at me.” 

Yorkshire cross Sammy had a lump 
of fur pulled out in the attack but was 
otherwise unharmed. 

Police spokesman Billy Corrigan 
said officers are still investigating the 
attack. 

“The 45-year-old owner of the 
Staffordshire bull terriers, arrested in 
connection with the attack, remains 
on police bail,” he said. “The dogs 
remain in secure kennels.”

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Robber 
jailed for 
stabbing 

A ROBBER convicted of stab¬ 
bing a man who tried to stop him 
stealing a laptop computer has 
been jailed for seven years. 

Victim Alan Dowen has been left 
permanently scarred after being 
stabbed in the neck with a broken 
bottle. 

He was stabbed as he chased 
market stall worker Anthony Dutton 
along Birmingham Road in West 
Bromwich, Stafford Crown Court 
heard. 

But Dutton stopped, picked up the 
broken bottle and said ‘if you don’t let 
go, I’ll stab you’ before plunging the 
jagged glass into Mr Dowen’s neck. 

Dutton, aged 26, of no fixed address 
denied charges of robbery and wound¬ 
ing with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm, but was found guilty at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
March 8. He was jailed last week. 

He had a previous conviction for 
robbery. 

Jurors heard that Dutton went with 
friend Natalie Spencer to Mr Dowen’s 
flat in Birmingham Road on June 22 
last year, to retrieve her belongings. 

Inside the property, Dutton grabbed 
a laptop belonging to Mr Dowen. After 
a brief scuffle, Dutton ran outside 
pursued by Mr Dowen who he then 
attacked. 

Mr Dowen has been left with a scar 
from the four-inch wound to his neck. 

Violence 

Mr Simon Davies, defending, said 
there had been pushing and shoving 
between the men earlier. 

Dutton was working on a stall in 
West Bromwich market selling jew¬ 
ellery. 

The court heard Dutton had a string 
of previous convictions, including 
offences of robbery and violence. 

Judge John Wait branded him a 
danger and made him subject to an 
extended three year period of licence 
when his jail sentence was over. 

The judge said: “Having armed 
yourself with a potentially lethal 
weapon, you stabbed at a most vulner¬ 
able part of his body, his neck, and also 
stabbed again. 

“That was a very grave offence.” 


Standards are 
slipping, says 
chief nurse 

LEVELS of care on hospital 
wards in Sandwell are falling, 
according to a report. 

Sliding standards, increased staff 
sickness, high numbers of agency staff 
and rising complaints are among the 
reasons why several have been 
declared ‘worry wards’.

The report, written by Chief Nurse 
Rachel Overfield, outlined the quality 
of nursing care at Sandwell and City 
hospitals and listed the wards she 
identified as falling below set stan¬ 
dards. 

The trust is particularly concerned 
with Newton four ward at Sandwell 
which is a 22-bedded stroke ward that 
routinely opens to over 30 beds.

THIEVES have stripped metal 
from a landmark war memorial 
for a third time. 

Copper was taken from Barr Beacon 
war memorial’s roof again - about six 
months after it was last repaired. 

Work to again repair the memorial 
targeted by metal thieves will run into 
several thousand pounds, despite the 
copper taken being “virtually worth¬ 
less”. 

Thieves struck at Barr Beacon war 
memorial last week for the third time 
in just over a year. The latest attack, 
thought to have happened sometime 
between Monday and Wednesday, 
came just months after the roof of the 
50 ft memorial was last repaired. 

Half of the metal on the roof has 
been taken. 

Walsall Council is now considering 
replacing the metal with an alterna- 
tivermaterial which is less attractive 
to criminals. 

Kevin Clements, Walsall Council 



countryside services manager, said: 
“Once again, we are facing a repair bill 
running into thousands of pounds yet 
the scrap value of the metal taken was 
virtually nothing. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
branded those responsible as “the 
lowest of the low.” 

The memorial was built in 1933 as a 
tribute Staffordshire and Warwick¬ 
shire people killed during the First 
World War.

Shop worker 
fined for part 
in no scan 
theft scam 

ATEENAGED shop worker from Tipton 
gave more than £1,200 worth of goods to 
customers without scanning them at the 
till at a Merry Hill Centre fashion store, a 
court heard. 

Sara Legister, aged 19, carried out the scam 
at TK Maxx in the shopping centre at Brierley 
Hill. 

She passed on clothes and electrical items to cus¬ 
tomers on three separate occasions. 

Bosses became suspicious when they noticed 
some of the accounts did not add up and studied 
CCTV footage, Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told 
Dudley magistrates. 

Store bosses saw her twice “under-ringing” and 
“free-bagging” on another occasion, he said. 

Under-ringing involves only charging a customer 
for some items from a basket, while free-bagging 
means putting goods straight into their carrier bag 
without scanning anything. 

Mr Cooper said the store was now trying to recoup 
the £1,253 value of the goods from Legister, of 
Kirkham Way, Tipton. 

When interviewed after being arrested on her 
19th birthday, she told police she did not know any 
of the customers involved. 

Pressure 

But she told them the items were being sent to “a 
third party in Jamaica”. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defending, said there was “more 
to the situation” but Legister had refused to name 
the people she had served. 

Legister, who is due to start a performing arts 
degree at London Metropolitan University in Sep¬ 
tember, lives with her parents, the court heard. 

She had insisted on taking full responsibility for 
the crime, Mr Vahey said, and had lost her job. 

He said: “She was clearly under pressure from 
other people to carry this out.” 

The three incidents took place between August 
2010 and April 15 of this year, the court was told. 

Legister pleaded guilty to fraud by abuse of her 
position when she appeared before the court. 

She was fined £250 and also ordered to pay £85 
costs plus a £15 victim surcharge.

A BLACK Country mother 
says that she is terrified to let 
her daughter play in their 
garden in case she is hit by a 
golf ball from a neighbouring 
course. 

Joanne Thornton-Cartwright, of 
Rowley Regis, said when she bought 
her home next to the course in August 
developers Bellway Homes said golf 
nets would be erected to prevent balls 
from Rowley Regis Golf Club landing in 
their garden. 

She added that despite numerous 
phone calls, letters and emails to devel¬ 
opers work has yet to be done. 

Mrs Thornton-Cartwright said she is 
frightened to let 10-year-old daughter 
Brooke play in the garden of their 
Portway Road home. 

She said husband Andy’s car and the 
PVC frame of a house window had 
already been hit by balls. 

She said: “If someone gets hit by the 
golf balls they could be killed, they come 
over at such a speed. Also I don’t know 
who would pay for it if one of the 
windows were smashed.” 

Fencing 

She added: “It is particularly frus¬ 
trating when the weather is nice 
because we are scared to sit out.” 

Golf club owner John Broadhurst 
said: “Since they started building the 
houses three years ago we warned them 
it would be a health and safety problem 
and they said a net or a fence would go 
up. I was there when they said they 
would do it. 

“It is their responsibility as the golf 
course was there first.” 

He has now decided to erect a sub¬ 
sidiary net and look into planting trees 
to protect the houses. He added: “It will 
cost me around £7,000 to do it, and it is 
not my responsibility, it is that of 
Bellway Homes.” 

Bellway Homes spokeswoman Julian 
Kenyon said: “The erection of any spe¬ 
cialist fencing between the Bellway 
development and the golf course was 
not part of any planning or contractual 
obligation.”

FORMER workers from an 
historic Black Country 
foundry came together to 
share their memories. 

FH Lloyd & Co Ltd, which was 
on the site of the current Ikea 
store in Wednesbury, employed 
thousands of workers from across 
the region between 1879 and 
1983. 

It produced castings including ship 
propellers, turbine casing and sections 
for bridges and cranes. 

The workers were reunited at 
Wednesbury Museum and Art Gallery, 
which hosted an exhibition about the 
firm last month. 

Among them was Peter Nightingale, 
of Overdale Drive, Walsall, who 
worked there between 1963 and 1983, 
eventually becoming a foundry 
foreman. 

“I remember the excitement of it,” 
said the 69-year-old grandfather. 

Molten 

“There was always a lot of danger. 
There were times when you would be 
standing next to a ladle with 50 tons of 
molten metal in it. 

“We wore suits that were flame¬ 
proof but all we had on our faces were 
these special glasses to protect our 
eyes. You knew if there was a splash 


there was a good chance you’d be 
burnt.” 

Gordon Basil Read, of Canterbury 
Close, Pelsall, was a maintenance 
electrician who worked at the firm for 
36 years before being made redundant 
in 1980. 

“Lots of people got burns,” said the 
grandfather-of-five. “You would be 
working and then you would hear a 
scream from the other side of the 
foundry.” 

But he added: “The social side was 
brilliant. They would put shows on for 
us on a Saturday night and we had all 
the top artists.” 

Walsall mayor Gary Clarke, aged 
79, an apprentice pattern maker in 
1948, said it was the comradeship that 
sticks in his memory. 

“The smell of thick smoke and the 
heat was often unbearable in the 
foundry but there was a great commu¬ 
nity spirit.” 

Grandfather-of-two Ken Scott, an 
electrician there between 1954 and 
1967, travelled from his home in Buck¬ 
inghamshire for the reunion. 

“In the days I was there it was 
family orientated firm,” he said. 

“It was a dirty place there’s no 
getting away from that,” Mr Scott 
added. “Health and safety would have 
a field day now.” 

FH Lloyd folded as a result of the 
economic situation in the 1980s.

A MEMORIAL has been 
unveiled paying tribute to a 
war hero from West Bromwich 
who died on a bomber mission 
in 1944. 

Albert Hall was one of seven 
people killed when a Lancaster 
bomber was shot down on its way 
to attack a German oil refinery. 

Last week more than 100 people 
gathered at the site of the crash in The 
Netherlandsto unveil an information 
panel giving details about the crash 
and paying tribute to Sgt Hall, as well 
as his six comrades who were on board 
the ill-fated aircraft. 

Mr Hall’s relatives were unable to go 


but niece Judith Hopcroft, aged 69, of 
Oldnall Road, Halesowen, said they 
were there in spirit. 

“We really wanted to make it but it 
wasn’t possible,” she said. 

“But we are hoping to get together 
and go and see the information panel 
and Albert’s grave in July.” 

Mr Hall was a 23-year-old sergeant 
in the RAF Volunteer Reserve 622 
Squadron. 

Farmer 

His Lancaster was attacked by night 
fighters at about 2am on July 21,1944. 
It came down on the island of Goeree- 
Overflakkee, killing all on board. 

The information panel in the town of 
Oude-Tonge in the Dutch province of 
South Holland was 
unveiled by a 93-year- 
old farmer who owned 
the land where the Lan¬ 
caster crashed. 

It was created after 
three years work by a 
Dutch research group 
which contacted The 
Chronicle’s sister news¬ 
paper the Express & 
Star about getting in 
touch with Mr Hall’s rel¬ 
atives. 

They were united 
after a story appeared in 
F ebruary. 

One of seven children, 
Mr Hall was the son of 
George and Annie Hall.

Memorabilia recalling 
Tom’s time at the top

HE grew tomatoes, kept 
pigeons and entered flower 
shows. Oh, and he also played 
football for England. 

Now Tom Grosvenor’s football 
memorabilia has been handed in 
to Rex Johnson Jewellers in 
Dudley where staff have had it 
framed to keep in the shop. 

Among the items are three 
England caps, an England shirt and 
gold medals. 

Cartoons from newspapers of the 
day talk about Tom, whose name was 
Arthur Thomas Grosvenor, and his 
wonderful football skills. 

One says: “His control of the high 
ball with his foot had to be seen to be 
believed.” Another says: “Whenever 
the forwards turned on the heat, Tom 
controlled the air.” 

David Walters, a valuer for Rex 
Johnson Jewellers on Birdcage Walk, 
says staff were stunned when the 
memorabilia was brought in. 

“It is not the kind of thing you see 
every day,” says David, 47. “It is 
Robert Joseph with Tom’s England caps great to see these items because they

tell you a lot about football in the 
1930s. In those days footballers were 
expected to sew their numbers onto 
their England shirts! Each time they 
played for England, the footballers 
were offered a gold medal or the 
equivalent in cash - more often than 
not they took the cash.” 

Crib 

However, twice Tom decided to 
have a medal to mark his time 
playing for England and both are 
dated from 1933. A newspaper 
article, entitled “At home with Tom 
Grosvenor” shows pictures of the 
player with his prize winning bull 
terrier Pete, playing crib with his 
mum and giving his dad a hand 
growing tomatoes. 

As well as football Tom enjoyed 
swimming and looking after pigeons 
at his Netherton home. He was born 
on November 22, 1908 and died aged 
63 in 1972 after working at Con¬ 


trolled Heat and Air Ltd in Smeth¬ 
wick. Born in Netherton, Tom started 
his football career at Vono Works in 
Cradley Heath, where he worked, 
and was then with Stourbridge 
before moving to Birmingham City in 
1928, after trials with West 
Bromwich, where his brother Percy 
played, and Wolves. 

His early career was disrupted by 
injury including cartilage problems 
in 1929, a dislocated elbow in 1931 
and a broken leg in 1934. But he 
made 115 first team appearances for 
Birmingham and played three times 
for England in 1933, scoring twice. 

Peter Lewis, programme editor at 
Birmingham City FC says: “He was 
basically a creator of chances for 
others and scored only 27 goals in his 
career. Joe Bradford, in particular, 
profited from his creative skills in the 
mid-1930s and Grosvenor’s form 
around this period was recognised by 
England and the Football League.”

Gas brought to estate for a quid 


SANDWELL Homes has signed 
an innovative £1 contract with 
Veolia Water to bring gas to a 
housing estate in Smethwick. 

Residents on the estate had previ¬ 
ously used electric night storage units 
to heat their homes and immersion 
heaters for hot water but, in collabora¬ 
tion with Sandwell Warm Zone, 
Sandwell Homes and ES Pipelines, 
Veolia Water has installed gas mains to 
allow gas central heating to be fitted to 
200 homes. 

Veolia Water is designing and 
installing the mains, as well as provid¬ 
ing gas meters, for a nominal charge of 
£ 1 . 

John Clayton, Investment Director 
for Sandwell Homes, said: “We are 


pleased to be working in partnership 
with Veolia to offer gas to Metric estate 
residents for the first time. The one 
pound installation fee, and the cheaper 
fuel prices it will bring to tenants, 
means this was an offer we simply 
couldn’t refuse.” 

Most of the properties on the estate 
are managed by Sandwell Homes, who 
are working with Veolia Water to 
manage the roll-out of the mains 
installation. 

Bob Taylor, General Manager of 
Veolia Water Multi Utility Services, 
said: “By working together, we are 
bringing long-overdue mains gas to the 
estate at no cost to the residents, 
Sandwell Homes or Sandwell Warm 
Zones — except for a symbolic £1.” 


Family sue 
over death 
in hospital 

THE family of a Tipton man who died 
after a breathing tube came loose from his 
throat is suing a Black Country hospital — 
despite a coroner saying staff had treated 
him “properly”. 

Alan Hickman, aged 62, of Leahouse Road, died 12 
days after being admitted to Russells Hall in Dudley 
with breathing problems, an inquest heard. He was 
given a tracheotomy — where a tube is inserted into 
the windpipe - but the tube came loose during phys¬ 
iotherapy and oxygen he was being given was pre¬ 
vented from reaching his lungs. 

Coroner Mr Robin Balmain recorded a narrative 
verdict and said he was satisfied that Mr Hickman 
was “treated adequately and properly”. But Mr 
Hickman’s family say his death could have been 
avoided. The inquest heard that since Mr Hickman’s 
death, guidelines on treating tracheotomy patients 
have been revised. Now during physio sessions, the 
tube is held in place by one member of staff while the 
other rolls the patient over, said Catherine Carr, a 
physiotherapist at Russells Hall who treated Mr 
Hickman on June 13 - the day of his death. 

Father 

The father-of-three, who worked as a universal 
grinder for 45 years, was diagnosed with pneumonia 
when he entered hospital on June 1 last year and 
was given the operation on June 11. There was an air 
leak in the trachotomy tube cuff and stitches had 
come undone on one side of the wound, said Eliza¬ 
beth Smith, an intensive care nurse. 

Mr Michael Wingrave, a solicitor for the family, 
asked whether a doctor had been told about the leak 
and she replied “no”. Mr Balmain said these were 
“not valid concerns for the purpose of the inquiry’. 

The cause of death was given as a cardiac arrest, 
caused by pneumonia and a tracheotomy. 

His wife, Lesley, 62, said after the inquest: “Alan 
and I had been together since we were teenagers. 
When I saw him lying in the bed on the ward after 
he had passed away, I could not believe what had 
happened. I had visited him just the day before and 
he had been sitting up in bed and was fine.” 

Jennifer Emerson, of Irwin Mitchell solicitors, 
said the family would argue the air leak in the cuff 
should have been reported. 

Paula Clark, of Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “The narrative verdict given by the 
coroner recognised the procedures undertaken by 
the trust had been both necessary and carried out 
correctly, and that there was no criticism of proce¬ 
dures undertaken by the physiotherapist.” 


Plans for new GP 
surgeries unveiled 

PLANS for two new health 
surgeries in Sandwell costing 
£10.6 million have been sub¬ 
mitted. 

The new facilities will be 
housed on a former car park in 
Great Bridge, Tipton and on land 
at Crosswells Road and Blox- 
cidge Street in Oldbury. 

And these first artist impressions 
show how they will look. 

At Great Bridge the new £5 million 
development will include two GP sur¬ 
geries, extra community services and 
some outpatient facilities available 
for minor treatments. Work is due to 
start on site next summer. 

The plan lodged with Sandwell 
Council has cau-sed controversy as it 
rep-laces a car park which traders 
want to remain open in the town. 

A statement submitted to the 
council states that the two storey 
health centre will include outpa¬ 
tients, minor surgery, community 
services, staff facilities and office 
administration space. 

Pharmacy 

It will house the Great Bridge GP 
unit, which will have 10 practice 
rooms, four treatment rooms and the 
Mailings GP unit which will have two 
treatment rooms and three consult¬ 
ing rooms. There will be a pharmacy 
and toilets. 

The report says: “The proposed 
unit will inject new life into the exist¬ 
ing site. 

“Great Bridge will enhance and 
upgrade local facilities and will 
promote a high quality of service.” 

Meanwhile, in Oldbury, the new 
“super surgery” will cost £5.6m and 
house five GP surgeries including a 
minor procedures room, pharmacy, 
community respiratory service and 
sexual health clinics. 

It is estimated that work on the 
new centre could get under way at the 
start of 2012 with an opening date at 
the beginning of 2013. 

The 26,145 sq ft health centre will 
serve the people of Langley and Rood 
End. The site has most recently been 
used as a depot for the mobile library 
service.

Brindley II 
land bought 
for scheme 

TWO Smethwick trading estates, 
factory units and sections of the Birming¬ 
ham canal have been bought using com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders as developers are 
poised to start a £42 million project. 

The orders which require private owners to hand 
over land, have been made by Sandwell Council 
ahead of the long-awaited Brindley II scheme, which 
will see 193 homes, plus shops, roads and new open 
spaces built on land between Lewisham Road and 
Mafeking Road in Smethwick. 

The A1 Trading Estate has been bought as has 
nine industrial units in Lewisham Road and land 
opposite numbers 123-141a. Land and buildings to 
the east of the Al Trading Estate to Lewisham 
Road’s junction with Bridge Street North is 
included. The orders cover number one Mafeking 
Road, the rear of odd numbered houses 17-39 on 
Whitehouse Drive and the Wolverhampton level of 
the Birmingham canal. Lewisham Industrial Estate 
and 20 units on Bridge Street North are included. 

Councillor Paramjit Randhawa, of St Paul’s ward, 
said: “This part of Smethwick has been blighted for 
years and the scheme will bring welcome improve¬ 
ments.” 

The Brindley II village was first mooted 10 years 
ago to revitalise Smethwick. The 12-acre site is next 
to the Brindley Village I development, completed 
more than seven years ago.

Bus company is 
shutting down 


A SMETHWICK bus company 
will close this month after its 
owners lost an appeal against an 
order to shut down. 

Forty people have lost their jobs. 

Coach Express, trading as Thandi 
Coaches, was banned from operating for 12 
months and fined £4,400 in November last 
year after breaching a tribunal order. 

Bosses had appealed the decision to shut 


down but the appeal hearing has now dis¬ 
missed it. 

The majority of the staff at the Alma 
Street firm, which provided buses for two 
Sandwell high schools, have already left 
the firm. 

Owner Amardeep Thandi said: “The 
company has been closed down. At the 
hearing we had around 40 workers but 
since then people have moved on to work 
elsewhere. 


Metal thieves steal 
iron memorial plaques

METAL thieves have stolen 
two cast iron plaques which were 
dedicated to the First World War 
dead from a church in Great 
Barr.

The plaques are thought to be 
worth around £50. 

Local people have been disgusted 
by the disrespect shown by the 
thieves to those who gave their lives 
for the country. Farmer Vic Wiles, 
aged 50, whose farm is opposite the 
church, said he was shocked by the 
theft. 

Disrespectful 

“I just couldn’t believe someone 
would have the nerve to do this. You 
can see the marks where they have 
forced it off the wall,” said Mr Wiles, 
himself a former member of the 
armed services. 

“It is just so disrespectful. I know 
the church has had problems with 
metal thieves before.” 

Police are appealing for informa¬ 
tion on the plaques with about 30 
names, which were taken on 
Tuesday, May 3, between 11.30am 
and 2pm.

Maintenance lapses at the firm meant 
bosses were told in 2009 they could only 
run their daily school bus services to places 
like Stuart Bathurst Secondary School in 
Wednesbury and Q3 Academy in Great 
Barr. 

But bosses were hauled before deputy 
traffic commissioner Miles Dorrington in 
November last year after they continued to 
run long distance services in breach of the 
decision. 

It was also revealed that 42 out of 44 
services ran too early, too late or not at all. 

The latest appeal tribunal also ordered 
revocation of the firm’s licences and per¬ 
sonal disqualifications for bosses, to take 
effect from 11.59pm on May 26. 

Mr Thandi, who ran the business with 
father Middo Thandi, said schools were 
not affected by the closure. 

He added: ‘We passed the schools’ work 
on to another company months ago. We 
told them about the hearing and were open 
with them, as with our workers, before the 
appeal.” 

Father-of-two Mr Thandi added he had 
no plans to sell the Alma Street base of the 
firm in the near future. 

Three arrested at

The men, aged 31, 29 and 19, were 
arrested at the derelict former Firth Cleve¬ 
land Steel Strip Ltd in Locarno Road.

Amazing circus 
life is revealed 
by father’s tapes 




A CIRCUS boss has told of his terrifying escape from 
Nazi Europe in a unique recording of his life story left 
to his Cradley Heath family. 

Lifelong performer James Kayes, who once met Adolf 
Hitler, had to leave behind all the animals, including his 
three most prized horses, when war broke out. 

He recorded the enthralling story on tapes, leaving a lasting 
legacy to his family. His son Tommy Kayes, who worked in the circus 
himself before moving onto fairgrounds, unearthed the tapes earlier 
this year, seven years after his father’s death. 

Tommy, whose own chil-

dren Ross and Scott now 
run the Kidsworld Fun 
Fair which tours 
Sandwell, added: “The 
tapes are fascinating. 

“They were fairground 
people before there were 
rides, they had skills and 
menageries, it was bril¬ 
liant. I am asking a friend 
to put the tapes on DVD to 
preserve the story” 

Ringmaster and horse 
rider James was born into 
a family of circus people in 
Lidbrook in Mon¬ 
mouthshire, son to 
Richard “Buff Bill”, who 
toured Europe with his 
horse-drawn USA Circus. 

Whirlwind 

James was one of seven 
brothers and also had 
seven sisters, most of 
whom went into the 
circus. His whirlwind life 
story was preserved on 
the tapes in an interview 
for the British Library Archives, left to his 
son. 

He made his ring debut at the age of six, 
dancing and drumming and toured with his 
father’s show. It was as a teenager on a tour 
of Germany in 1933 that performers were 
introduced to statesmen, including Chancel¬ 
lor Hitler. His career was cut short when 
touring with the Jewish Strassburger family 
as the Circus Mikenie in Belgium when 
bombs began falling around their hotel. 

Son Tommy, of Woodall Street, Cradley 
Heath, said: “He managed to escape from 
Ostend on one of the very last sailings with

his brother Johnny, a lion tamer and rider, 
and sister Cissie, a lion, dog and horse 
trainer. He had to lose his best horse, 
though. He was that angry when he got back 
that they’d had to leave the best horses, he 
enlisted.” 

James served in the Royal Air Force for 
six-and- a-half years, making his way up the 
ranks to sergeant during service in Pales¬ 
tine, Crete, Italy and Greece. 

After they were demobbed, brothers 
James and Johnny teamed up again in 1946 
with Major Russell’s Continental Express 
Circus. The tapes recall that a year later, 
James married Yolanda 
Truzzi, making his 
father-in-law William 
Truzzi, former director of 
the Russian State 
Circus. Yolanda, whose 
father had a state funeral 
and whose ornate 
Russian grave features 
lion statues, had her own 
footjuggling act. 

As James and Johnny’s 
reputation as great bare- 
back horse riders and 
performers grew, they set 
up their own Kayes 
Brothers’ Circus from 
1948-1957, working in 
England and Ireland. 
James then moved into 
the fairground world. 

He would return to the 
sawdust ring in the 
1980s in a pink tailcoat 
and top hat as ringmas¬ 
ter for Robert Brothers’ 
circus at the Kelvin Hall 
in Glasgow. “They knew 
his reputation and asked 
him to come out of retire¬ 
ment,” Tommy added. 

In 2001 James 
received a Lifetime 
Achievement Award from 
The World’s Fair. He died 
in 2004, aged 86.

Two jailed for lowly’ 
roles in copper raid 


A GERMAN lorry driver was 
attacked by a gang of masked 
hijackers in Smethwick before his 
trailer carrying £150,000 of 
copper was towed awayr, a court 
heard. 

The victim was parked up in Smethwick 
overnight waiting to make a delivery in the 
morning when a man knocked on his cab 
door and told him there was a problem with 
his trailer, which was loaded with 23 
tonnes of the valuable metal. 


The victim got out to investigate and was 
set upon by up to six masked men at 
around 3am on May 19 last year. 

The gang stole his keys and drove the 
lorry away, dumping the trailer at the back 
of industrial units in Union Road, Oldbury, 
and abandoning the cab in Powke Lane, 
Cradley Heath. 

The driver raised the alarm and police 
found the cab using its tracking device. 

Officers found the trailer within hours 
and as they sat in wait and saw Paul Hitch- 
croft arrive in a tractor unit just before 


7am. He hitched up the trailer before 
driving off. 

Police pulled him over and arrested 
Hitchcroft, aged 43, of Gleneagles Road, 
Perton, who was jailed for 15 months on 
Monday at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Christopher Vasic, aged 28, of Grafton 
Road, West Bromwich, was also arrested 
after arriving at 6am to act as a lookout. 

He was given 18 months as he had previ¬ 
ous convictions for robbery and handling 
stolen goods. 

Lapse 

Both admitted handling stolen goods. 
The prosection accepted they had no 
involvement in the actual robbery whose 
perpetrators have never been caught. 

Hitchcroft was the £20,000-a-year oper¬ 
ations manager at Bilston-based Midland 
Tyre Control. His lawyer said his involve¬ 
ment was an “isolated and out-of-character 
lapse in judgment”. 

Vasic, who was due to start work as a 
window fitter this week, was a “lowly foot 
soldier” and did not know about the vio¬ 
lence used against the driver, the court was 
told.

Man spared jail 
after attack

He said Mr Rudge, of Hawfield Road, Tipton, died 
in Sandwell Hospital on April 17 of a pulmonary 
embolism - a blockage of the main artery of the 
lung - following a deep vein thrombosis. 

“It is likely there was a link between that and the 
collision,” said Mr Balmain. 

Fractured 

Mr Rudge, who worked at Metal Sections in 
Oldbury for more than 20 years, was on his 750cc 
Yamaha Virago on his way to start his 6am shift 
when he was involved in a collision. 

Mr Balmain said: “Police reports say he saw some 
headlights coming towards him and that vehicle 
veered on to his side of the road, collided with him 
and didn’t stop.” 

Mr Rudge had suffered a fractured ankle and 
femur but was discharged from hospital on April 14. 

A 46-year-old man was arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous driving, and failing to 
stop at the scene of an accident.

Akin to that other dubstepper 
turned singer-songwriter James Blake but 
Woon’s songs are less minimalist. Songs 
like Night Air, Lady Luck and Middle having 
a strong pop appeal enhanced by the 
amospheric electronics.

Outside Looking In - Delta Maid 

(Geffen) 

Hailing from Merseyside but sounding 
more Mississippi, Delta Maid has a voice 
as crystal clear as a mountain spring and 
writes perfectly decent bluesy country 
songs. Vocally she recalls the likes of Dolly 
Parton and Tammy Wynette, which is 
pretty good company, but has a modern 
approach to her songs that has seen her 
support the likes of Seth Lakeman and Ray 
LaMontagne.

Canadian singer Rachel Zeffira and Faris

Destroyed - Moby (EMI). 

Globetrotting synth master Moby appar¬ 
ently wrote these songs on his laptop in 
hotel bedrooms during bouts of insomnia 
caused by time zone body clock confu¬ 
sion, and finished them off in his Manhat¬ 
tan studio. The results are synthetic 
symphonies with surging melodies, a 
perfect soundtrack for the kind of deserted 
sodium-lit cityscapes that the bleary-eyed 
Moby must have seen from his window at 
3am. Moby sings on a couple of tracks, 
guest female vocalists on others and some 
are pure instrumentals. In atmosphere and 
style Destroyed also owes something to 
Kraftwerk’s classic Neon Lights and 
Bowie’s Low album. The finest moment is 
the track Stella Maris with its cathedral air 
of heavenly floating vocals. 

Vices & Virtues - Panic! at the Disco 

(Fuelledbvramen) 

The American rockers overcome a 
radical line-up revamp to bounce back 
with a confident and rather likeable brash

A step-dad/step-son duo from Wales 
who used Myspace to gain attention for 
their songs, picking up radio airplay and 
being flown over to America to record this 
debut album with ex-Wilco member Ken 
Croomer, who was won over by the songs 
on their Myspace page. Toy Horses are 21 - 
year-old Adam D Franklin and his step¬ 
father 40-year-old Tom Williams. When 
they play together there is no sign of a gen¬ 
eration gap and they do have a knack for a 
catchy song with a Ray Davies feel to their 
folk-flavoured semi-acoustic pop 
numbers. 

A Little Brighter - Pete Lawrie (Island) 

A young Welshman from Liverpool, 
Lawrie has a pleasantly husky voice and a 
clutch of good songs that reveal his influ¬ 
ences - Paul Simon, Bruce Springsteen, 
Elbow - whilst remaining original. A Little 
Brighter is just missing that stand-out song 
to propel him into the forefront but Half As 
Good and the hazy Paper Thin come close.

Seeing Starrs with Ringo

R INGO Starr’s music, as 
a solo artist and as a 
Beatle, is permeated 
by his personality, his 
warmth and humour. 

As well as being drummer with 
the biggest band ever, he has, in his 
own right, created classic songs 
such as It Don't Come Easy, With A 
Little Help From My Friends, Yellow 
Submarine, Don't Pass Me By, 
Octopus’ Garden, You're Sixteen 
(You're Beautiful And You're Mine). 

In what is one of Ringo’s first gigs 
in the city since he played with the 
Fab Four at Birmingham Odeon 
circa 1965, he brings his All Starr 
Band for a concert at the Sym¬ 
phony Hall on June 20, one of only 
six UK dates as part of his world 
tour. 

Based on the concept that every¬ 
body on stage is a star in their own 
right, each concert sees Ringo per¬ 
forming songs from his solo and 


Beatles’ career and each band 
member performing hits from their 
own careers. Over the years the 
revolving line up has included such 
stellar artists as Joe Walsh, Dr 
John, Todd Rundgren, Timothy B. 
Schmidt, John Entwistle, Peter 
Frampton, Sheila E., Rod Argent 
and Paul Carrack.

Page has recorded 
two solo albums, ‘Shelter Me’ and

Electrifying the outback 


MERCEDES is on something of a mission to 
raise awareness of hydrogen as a viable alter¬ 
native future fuel. 

And how: by taking a brace of B-Class cars on a 
world tour - all 19,000 miles of it. 

Electric power might be flavour of the month, but it’s not

for everyone. Range, battery weight, charging issues and 
cost — Government grants notwithstanding - are just a few 
considerations. 

Hydrogen fuel cell-powered cars offer, in principle, 
greater flexibility and range, petrol car-like performance 
plus supermini levels of economy. 

And don’t forget, the only tailpipe emission is water. 

Unlike an electric car, you can’t buy a fuel cell model. 
Until now anything that showed potential was little more 
than a prototype. 

The B-Class is different; it’s a regular car destined for 
low scale production and real world trials. 

Legendary 

Its clever “sandwich” floor allows the hydrogen tanks 
and fuel cell to fill the gap, with the electric motor in the 
nose and the car’s lithium-ion battery pack, used for the 
start up and initial running, located aft below the boot 
space. 

The test location was the coastal town of Ceduna, west 
of Adelaide, Australia. The 1,200-mile, four-day journey to

Perth on outback roads included dodging the legendary 
roadtrains, snakes, flies, 36-degree heat and plenty of 
dust. If a high-tech fuel cell car could survive here it could 
survive anywhere. 

There was never any need to worry. The cars had already 
travelled close to 9,000 miles without a hitch. 

Sure, the dozen or so support vehicles were never far 
away. 

Having started in January, the group had already expe¬ 
rienced a mild European winter and travelled east to west 
across North America before flying to Sydney for the start 
of the Australian leg. 

To date, the exercise has shown that the cars work. No 
fuss, no glitches, no performance worries. With the 
maximum 3.7kg of compressed hydrogen on board, the 
car’s range is approximately 250 miles of mixed motoring. 

Regular running at 60mph on outback roads saw that 
drop to around 200 miles. Overall, though, conventional 
fuel consumption is said to be around 85mpg — much better 
than your average family hatchback. 

Passing through typically Australian places such as 
Ecula, Balladonia and Boondi Rock en route to Perth, the 
B-Class was straightforward to drive. 

Because of the way the fuel cell works - a chemical reac¬ 
tion between the on-board hydrogen and oxygen from the

passing air produces electricity, which powers an electric 
motor - you’re really driving an electric car. 

And with the B-Class that translates roughly into 
a 130 horsepower equivalent experience from the 
70kW motor (lOOkW peak output) and single-speed 
transmission. The B-Class might be eerily quiet, but 
you don’t quite get the same “instant on” accelera¬ 
tion of a true electric car. 

With a fuel cell, energy is being made on demand 
and not stored in a big battery. 

It’s a little like old-school turbo lag, but only for a 
fraction of a second. 

The upside is that if you’re not requesting power 
you’re not consuming the raw fuel. 

After four days behind the wheel I soon learned to 
keep the electric motor spinning between 10 and 
20kW for maximum efficiency. It proved best to 
“prime” the system before any determined accelera¬ 
tion - winding the motor up to 50kW before applying 
full throttle worked best. 

On start-up the B-Class is powered directly by the 
battery for the few metres it takes the fuel cell to 
power up. 

Efficiency 

Depending on its capacity, if you exhaust the 
hydrogen supply the battery could get you out of 
trouble — but we’re talking a lot less than a mile, not 
a true “get you home” back-up. 

Which brings us to the subject of refuelling. The 
two hydrogen fuel tankers accompanying the cars 
acted as mobile filling stations, as locally sourced 
fuel has been the backbone of the tour. 

In the real world, however, it’s the scarcity of 
bricks and mortar filling stations that’s proving to be 
the real bottleneck to progress. 

This is a significant factor behind Mercedes’ 
efforts as, by raising awareness, it’s hoped more can 
be done by governments and other agencies to speed 
up the process of building a refuelling infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

Sure, Mercedes and others are also developing 
electric vehicles and there appears to be money 
available for charging points — witness the growth in 
popularity in the UK alone. 

However, the B-Class boasts more than twice the 
range of Nissan’s Leaf. Not everyone is happy to be 
restricted to urban motoring or has easy access to a 
garage or power socket. Fuel cell cars could be a more 
versatile one-car solution for a family or business. 

We just need the infrastructure to catch up — and 
fast. 

Mercedes engineers calculate an electric car¬ 
beating three-minute refuelling time for something 
with the B-Class’s 3.7kg tank capacity. 

On the day it took longer thanks to the high 
ambient temperatures and the simple fact that the 
mobile rigs can’t cool the hydrogen down to the levels 
of a fixed refuelling station. 

After four days and 1,200 miles what lessons have 
been learned? Simply put, the B-Class works and is 
ready for the real world; the driving experience is 
conventional and overall performance is good. 

The recent developmental gains have been signif¬ 
icant - double digit for performance and economy. 

What’s needed now is a similar effort from those 
responsible for building a refuelling infrastructure. 

It will take time and money, two things the world 
appears to be lacking, but the technology mustn’t be 
allowed to go to waste.

The good, the bad and the Heskey 


VILLA held a Wild West 
themed family fun day before 
the match - and it could not 
have been more fitting, as 
fans saw The Good, The Bad 
and The Ugly against Wigan. 

Unfortunately it is the ‘Ugly’ 
which will be remembered most 
from this contest and it came in 
the unlikely form of Emile 
Heskey who lost the plot when he 
confronted referee Mike Jones. 

Heskey’s rage had been fuelled by a 
series of injustices over the physical 
treatment he had received from the 
Wigan defence during the first half. 
The flashpoint came when Antolin 
Alcaraz struck the Villa striker in the 
back in the 32nd minute with his knee 
and elbow. 

It prompted Heskey to barge into 
Jones as he argued his case and then 
squared up to the Chester official to 
offer his unabridged version of events. 

Had Heskey not been restrained by 
his Villa team-mates - Brad Friedel 
ran the full length of the pitch to help 
pull back the striker - then it could 
well have ended up as an incident as 
infamous as Paulo Di Canio’s shove on 
referee Paul Alcock. 

What was so surprising was that it 
was so out of character for Heskey, 
who is the archetypal gentle giant 
who possesses the physique of a boxer 
but the fight of a kitten. This time he 
roared like a lion. 

Heskey just about kept a lid on his 
emotions before half-time but he con¬ 
tinued the heated discussions in the 
tunnel before Villa assistant boss 
Gary McAllister told him during the 
break he was going to substitute him. 

It was the straw that broke the 
camel’s back and prompted Heskey to 
storm out of the ground at half-time. 
He may now face internal club disci¬ 
pline over his behaviour. 

“You could tell by the way he was 
reacting that he wasn’t happy. Is it 
excusable that he goes home? Maybe 
it’s the best thing,” said McAllister. 

“Of course I wouldn’t encourage a 
player leaving at half-time. Why on 
earth would I want that to happen? 
It’s not a great message for someone 



to leave the ground at half-time. 

“I am not sure why he reacted that 
way. It’s a physical game, the Premier 
League is a physical league. 

“There was obviously a decision to 
be made, we wanted to finish the 
game with 11. There was obviously 
red mist there. 

“The final 10 minutes of the half - 
when I caught Emile’s eye - I got the 
assurance I needed that he would get 
himself to half-time. The decision 
then had to be to make sure Villa 
stayed with 11.” 

Now that the ‘Ugly’ has been dealt 
with what about the ‘Good’ and the 
‘Bad’? 

Headache 

Well, the match became a mixture 
of the two although - with the excep¬ 
tion of the Heskey incident - it was 
largely a poor, uninspiring and dis¬ 
jointed affair. 

Villa made one change from the side 
which lost 2-1 at Albion as Gabby 
Agbonlahor was omitted from the 
match-day squad after he was struck 
down with a headache on the morning 
of the game. 

And McAllister may have found 
himself reaching into the medicine 
cabinet as the claret and blues went a 
goal down in the 10th minute when 
Kyle Walker was caught in posses¬ 
sion. 

The on-loan Tottenham right-back 
cut infield as he attempted to carry 
the play forward but instead gave the 
ball away in the centre circle. 

Hugo Rodallega linked up well with 
Victor Moses as the Wigan pair ran 
straight towards goal before they 
drew the attentions of Richard Dunne 
and James Collins. 

Rodallega then laid it on a plate for 
N’Zogbia, who had drifted into space 
on the left edge of the box, and he pro¬ 
duced a crisp low finish which flew 
past Friedel and nestled into the 
bottom-right corner of the net. 

N’Zogbia had an impressive after¬ 


noon for Wigan and should they be 
relegated and Villa be looking for a 
replacement for Ashley Young, then 
they could do worse than bid for the 
Frenchman. 

It was, however, a bad goal for Villa 
to concede and Walker, in front of 
watching England manager Fabio 
Capello, was quick to take responsi¬ 
bility and issued his apologies via 
Twitter after the game. 

Some of the ‘Good’ from the after¬ 
noon came when Villa levelled seven 
minutes later after Ashley Young’s 
jinking run across the edge of the area 
resulted in him being chopped down 
by Wigan midfielder Ben Watson. 

Young dusted himself down and 
expertly curled the resulting free-kick 
past the wall and keeper Ali A1 Habsi 
and into the corner of the net.

Food for thought 
after derby woe 


ALBION lost the battle 
the day after winning the 
war. 

But a hurtful defeat in the game 
that matters most might just have 
helped Roy Hodgson as much as a glo¬ 
rious victory. 

Losing at Molineux stung Baggies fans, 
even with Premier League safety made 
official less than 24 hours beforehand. 

The chastening loss to their fiercest 
rivals surely taught Hodgson some valu¬ 
able lessons about his Albion squad. 

Having watched them at their best for 
much of the last three months, Hodgson 
saw the Baggies at their worst on Sunday 
in a 45-minute no-show that left them 
beaten well before they summoned the 
kind of football that has propelled them to 
the heady heights of mid-table. 

The second half of a raucous encounter 
saw Hodgson’s men draw once more on the 
reserves of character and resilience that 
have fuelled their remarkable resurgence 
under the new gaffer’s guidance. 

And the attacking coherence that 
returned throughout that second period to 
tweak the nerves of an edgy Molineux 
offered Wolves fans an insight into how 
their Black Country rivals have stolen a 
march. 

Albion’s campaign reached its success¬ 
ful conclusion on Saturday evening when 
Tottenham’s late equaliser against Black¬ 
pool removed any mathematical doubt 
about Albion’s safety. 

But by the time the second-half assault 



restored a semblance of Baggies pride, the 
fight was lost thanks to a first-half implo¬ 
sion that reminded supporters just how 
fragile Albion can be. 

While Hodgson will doubtless have 
been warned about the darker side of his 
squad’s split personality, it will have done 
the Hawthorns head coach no harm to 
witness the return of Mr Hyde after a 
joyous spell of success for Dr Jekyll. 

As he sat down this week with the 
Baggies’ powerbrokers to map out the 
next phase of the club’s on-field develop¬ 
ment, events at Molineux must have 
Hodgson thinking on the best way 
forward. None of which will ease the 
short-term pain for Baggies fans who 
have, since Hodgson’s arrival, become 
used to almost unfettered footballing 
pleasure. 

While set-piece frailties again proved 
his team’s ultimate undoing, Hodgson 
saw them generally out-fought by a 
Wolves side showing greater urgency. 

While the Baggies boss knocked back 
suggestions that safety had blunted his 
side’s competitive edge, he conceded after 
the game that a lack of intensity had 
undermined their efforts to live with Mick 
McCarthy’s men and their high-octane 
early approach. 

And that might well have queered the 
pitches of several of those Albion men yet 


howed determination and guts, insists boss 


ROY Hodgson insisted Albion did not 
‘ease off’ at Molineux. 

The Baggies were beaten 3-1 at Molineux less 
than 24 hours after their Premier League sur¬ 
vival was finally confirmed mathematically by 
Blackpool’s draw at Tottenham. But Hodgson 
was adamant his players did not let standards 
slip because safety was guaranteed. 

“I knew I would get that question,” said the 
Hawthorns head coach. “The fact is, it’s easy to 
write that headline. 

“I could give you the scoreline before the game 
and then you don’t bother to watch the match 
and say the players weren’t ‘at it’. I can’t under¬ 


stand that. When you go 3-0 down and then show 
the determination and character and guts the 
team produced, that shows why we’re still in the 
league next season.” 

The Baggies were 3-0 down after just 47 
minutes but responded with a second-half 
assault on the Wolves goal. They scored once 
with a penalty from Peter Odemwingie. Hodgson 
expressed his pride at his team’s efforts. 

“We should have had another goal as there was 
a clear goal chance for Jerome Thomas. If he took 
a bit of power off the shot he would have scored 
but he put so much power on it came off the 
underside of the crossbar. 


“The header from Somen Tchoyi a little while 
afterwards was a whisker away. So, we had 
plenty of opportunities and situations in front of 
their goal. Fair play to Wolves, they got a nice 
lead, held on to it and won.” 

Hodgson admitted disappointment at Wolves’ 
first two goals, both of which came from 
unmarked players at corners. 

“The set-plays were prepared as usual and 
everyone had a job to do,” said Hodgson. ‘We 
knew where the danger was going to come from 
and that it would be the second ball, not the first. 
We hoped we’d primed the players to defend 
that.” 


to fully convince since the new boss took 
the reins. 

Gonzalo Jara’s rash display at right- 
back did little to enhance his hopes of a 
long-term future under Hodgson. 

Scott Carson, despite a couple of smart 
second-half saves, once more failed to 
dominate at set-pieces. 

Somen Tchoyi failed to do enough 
having been given a rare chance to 
impress; James Morrison looked ill-at- 
ease as a orthodox central midfielder; and 
Abdoulaye Meite - such a key figure in 
Albion’s climb under Hodgson - once 
again reprised the hapless brand of 
defending that saw him exiled from the 
side. With his future still to be decided in 
the summer, the Ivory Coast international 
has reawakened some of the doubts he 
worked so hard to silence. 

Failing to get to grips with Wolves’tena¬ 
cious style saw Albion gift their hosts a 
string of set-pieces. 

And no seasoned Baggies viewer was 
too surprised to see them pay dividends, 
first when Adlene Guedioura was 
unmarked to help a ball on for Steven 
Fletcher to net, then when Fletcher 
returned the favour for Guedioura to 
make it 2-0. 

Meite’s second aberration in eight days 
- failing to cut out a misplaced Kevin 
Foley through-ball - allowed Fletcher to 
make it 3-0 and seal the game for Wolves 
in the opening minutes of the second half. 

So by the time Jerome Thomas was 
fouled by Guedioura and Peter 
Odemwingie smashed home a penalty to 
make it 3-1, it was a mere consolation for 
Albion. 

Things might have been more interest¬ 
ing had Simon Cox’s neat volley not been 
kept out by a diving Wayne Hennessey or 
Thomas’s powerful shot not rebounded to 
safety off the crossbar. 

The scoreline left an unwelcome blot on 
the landscape of a weekend that should 
have been celebrated joyously by Albion 
fans, yet when they have licked their 
wounds, would any fan swap victory at 
Molineux for the fabulous run that came 
before? And none would change places 
with Wolves. 

Life is good at The Hawthorns. Derby 
defeat was simply a reminder to all that 
there remains plenty of room for improve¬ 
ment. 


TALKING POINT 


SET-PIECE NIGHTMARE: 

Roy Hodgson has worked mira¬ 
cles to turn around the Baggies’ 
season but even the hugely 
popular head coach has been 
unable to make his side better at 
set-pieces. 

A massive proportion of the goals 
conceded by Albion during Hodgson’s 
reign have come from free-kicks or 
corners and on Sunday the old short¬ 
comings left them beaten before they 
started to play their football. 

Hodgson - a man with meticulous 
attention to detail — will be desperate 
to make them stronger at set-plays as 
he looks to build on this season’s 
achievements. 

And it might need personnel 
changes in goal and among his back 
four to plug those leaks.
